
Explanation of Changes Reflected in the Chairman’s Amendment in the Nature of a 
Substitute to H.R. 6084, the Improving Social Security’s Service to Victims of Identity Theft 

Act

The Chairman’s amendment in the nature of a substitute includes the following technical 
changes to H.R. 6084 as introduced (page and line references are to H.R. 6084 as introduced): 
 

1. Page 2, Line 3: Insert “(a) IN GENERAL.—” before “Title VII”. 
 

2. Page 2, Lines 9-12: Strike “who requests a new social security account number due to 
theft or breach or whose social security account number is used to fraudulently obtain 
benefits under title II, VIII, or XVI of this Act” and insert “whose social security account 
number has been misused (such as to fraudulently obtain benefits under title II, VIII, or 
XVI of this Act, in a manner that affects an individual’s records at the Social Security 
Administration, or in a manner that prompts the individual to request a new social 
security account number)”. 
 

3. Page 2, Line 14: Strike “processing” and insert “resolution”. 
 

4. Page 3: Add subsection at the end “(b) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendment made by 
subsection (a) shall take effect 180 days after the date of enactment of this Act.”.
